Joseph Amato, executive 
director for the Western 
Mental Health Center 
responds: While I appreciate 
the opportunity to answer 
questions raised by the caller 
regarding the Crisis Unit, I 
would like to suggest that any- 
one who has a question or com- 
plaint about the mental health 
clinic feel free to contact the

Since strict confidentiality 
laws protect the privacy of per- 
sons who utilize the mental 
health services, both private 
and public, it is impossible for 
me to discuss a specific case in 
this response. However, I 
would Mike to take the opportu-

i othe. Crisis Unit in responding 


to persons who come to the 
facility for services. 

The Crisis Unit operates 
under a state license with a 
strict set of state rules that we 
must comply with, We are care- 
ful to comply so as to protect 
the safety’ of our patients, our 
state license and our liability 
insurance. Any person who 
comes to the Crisis Unit must 
be evaluated. This includes 
children and adolescents'even 
though.we do not admit chil- 
dren under 14 years of age to 
our unit but refer ‘them to the 
Children's Crisis Unifet-South 
County Mental Health Center 
or private hospitals. This à 
done because children cannot 
and should not be placed on 
the same unit with adults. 

We agree with the caller that 
the Glades should have its own 
children's crisis unit. That, 
however, is an issue that 
involves HRS funding which 
has been cut substantially over 
the past several years. Cost 
and utilization are issues that 
would have to be resolved. . 


When a person comes to the 
Crisis Unit, professionals eval- 
uate the person to determine if 
admission is necessary. We 
operate on the philosophy of 
treating each person in the 
least restrictive environment 
possible. A Crisis Unit is a very 
restrictive environment and 
should only be used when other 
outpatient alternatives are not 
appropriate. This is particular- 
ly true for children and adoles- 
cents, Keep in mind that being 
admitted to a Crisis Unit is a 
serious event in a young per- 
son's life and is not to be taken 
lightly. 

The fact that any individual 
is not admitted to the CSU is 
an indication that, based on a 
professional evaluation, admis- 
sion was determined to not be 
appropriate for that person. It. 
does not mean, however, that 
the person may not have need- 
ed other outpatient services. 
Nor does it indicate that he or 
she is not receiving or has not 
been referred to outpatient ser- 
vices. All persons who come to 
the Crisis Unit are referred to 
other appropriate services when 
admission is inappropriate. 

Regarding the comment 
about the place of residence of 
our staff, the issue for the Cri- 
sis Unit is whether profession- 
ally trained and experienced 
staff are following professional 
standards and doing their job 
ethically and conscientiously.® 
We have every reason to 
believe that this is the case. 
However, I repeat, should any- 
one in the community have a 
concern or questions about any 
of the clinic's programs, I will 
make every effort to answer 
those concerns or questions 
satisfactorily. 

Also, I would like to invite 

anyone in the community who 
would like to see.a Children's 
Crisis Unit available in the 
Glades to contact me so that 
we can inform HRS and other 
potential funders of the com- 
munity's need of.and support 
for such a program. The forma- 
tion of a group of concerned cit- 
izens can achieve results more 
easily than the Mental Health 
Center acting alone. 
Also responding is an 
Intake Screener for the Cri- 
sis Stabilization Unit of the 
Western Palm Beach Coun- 
ty Mental Health Clinic, 
Inc. 

In response to the Speak Out 
entitled, "Is Crisis Unit 
turning them away?" it is 
apparent that the Belle Glade 
community does not under- 
stand.thé purpose nor the pro- 
cedures of a crisis stabilization 
unit (CSU). 

These units are mandated by 
the legislature of-the State of 
Florida and must strictly 
adhere to the rules and regula- 
tions promulgated by HRS. 
They are staffed by licensed 
medical, nursing, and mental 
health professionals, all of 
whom are caring people. 

The screening procedure 
used at the CSU is a detailed 
assessment of the individual's 


- psycho-social history, psychi- 


Atric history, current mental 
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status, the current acute crisis, 
and the support system avail- 
able to them. 

They are assessed for vio- 
lence potential, suicidality, and 
homicidality. This assessment. 
is conducted in private, with 
complete confidentiality 
(except for situations involving 
child abuse, elderly abuse, and 
where the life of another per- 
son is threatened). 

After the information is con- 
veyed to the staff psychiatric, a 
decision is made as to whether 
or not the patient meets the 
criteria for admission to CSU. 
If admission is not necessary, 
the patient is counseled and 
given an appointment with the 
appropriate department at 
West County Mental Health 
and/or referred to a community 
agency that will meet their 
needs. Approximately 20 per- 
cent of the people presenting to 
the CSU are not appropriate 
for admission but no one leaves 
the CSU without knowing 
where they should go and who 
they should speak with in 
order to obtain the help they 
need. 

Indeed, our young people are 
in crisis. Some do not have 
healthy family environments, 
others cannot look to healthy 
role models, many are experi- 
encing an enormous amount of 
community violence, and still, 
others believe that because of 
their race, religion, or economic 
status, their future presents 
limited opportunities. Indeed, 
some of our children need psy- 
chiatric care and Belle Glade 
deserves and needs a chil- 
dren's’ crisis stabilization unit. 
The citizens of Western Palm 
Beach County are all too famil- 
iar with what it takes to get 
something accomplished in a 
society as rich and diverse as 
ours. 

Please, in the interest of 
"our" children, speak to our 
political leaders so that they 
know what our community 


needs. In the meantime, the 


CSU is open and staffed 24- 
hours per day, seven days per 
week, and no one is "turned 
away." 

The 14-year-old child who 
recently committed suicide was 
never brought to the CSU. I 
wish I had the chance to know 
and help her. The loss of one 
child is too much to bear.
